The DVD Dream Catcher\s largely made up of explicit depictions of a variety of sexual 
activities. Although there are some moderately degrading and dehumanising elements, 
the overall presentation is stylish and imaginative. The explicit nature of the sexual 
material on the DVD renders the availability of the publication likely to be injurious to 
the public good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. 

The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have been 
considered. The classification represents the minimum limitation on the freedom of 
expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
